A 21 year old Cochrane man was killed while walking along 
the side of Highway 22, 5 kilometres north of Cremona. 

Christopher John Kenney and his companions had stopped 
their vehicle on Sunday evening to help another car who had 
just struck a deer. 

It was while walking along the side of the road to go get 
help, that Kenney was hit by a southbound pick up truck. He 
was killed instantly. 

The other two people walking were not injured. 

Kenney was originally from Nova Scotia but, had been 
living in the Cochrane area while looking for work. 

Didsbury RCMP are continuing their investigation, how¬ 
ever no charges are expected to be laid against the driver of 
the truck.

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Didsbury Search and Rescue closer

Before even being officially in 
gear, the Didsbury Search and 
Rescue had a chance to prove 
their skill in Water Valley. A 
skill that was much appreciated 
by Shuurman Enterprises who 
passed along a special thank you 
to the group that helped collect 
evidence at the scene of sabotage to 
their equipment in Water Valley. 

At an organization meeting 
last week, the liaison RCMP of¬ 
ficer, Const. Don Oltrop, said he 
was told by RCMP officials from 
Ottawa that they were "most im¬ 
pressed" with the Didsbury Search 
and Rescue's efforts in searching 
for evidence at the sites of explo¬ 
sions. 

Oltrop estimates the work of 
26 local members of the team 
saved the RCMP at least three 
days of uncovering evidence. 

"New things (evidence) were 
found, but whose to say what 
they might be," Oltrop told the 
group. 

Water Valley is a prime exam¬ 
ple of what the searches will be 
like," said Oltrop. 

The Didsbury Search and Res¬ 
cue is so new they have not 
completed their recruitment proc¬ 
ess, nor have they gone through 


the full rigor of training. Even 
more of a compliment to the com¬ 
mitment and ability of the team, 
says Oltrop. Some people on the 
Water Valley team were actually 
not yet officially signed up mem¬ 
bers, but rather Rural Crime 
Watch members who were called 
up because they have some of the 
required training. 

The meeting last week was to 
bring those people interested up 
to date on where the process of 
forming the Didsbury Search and 
Rescue stood. 

According to a member of the 
executive, Bill Flemming, they 
have received over 40 names of 
locals who would like to be for¬ 
mally involved. 

There has now been a list of 
the requirements of any volun¬ 
teer and an application form 
drawn up. Those who wish to 
become part of the team who may 
be sent on a search and rescue 
mission locally or even provin- 
cially, must fill out the applica¬ 
tion. If they are approved they 
move to the next step. 

"Everyone who signs up has 
to go through a screening," said 
Oltrop. 

If accepted, Oltrop approaches 
each member's employer to con¬ 


firm the ability for the person to 
leave their job on a moments 
notice to attend a search and 
rescue effort. 

If an applicant is approved on 
each of these fronts, they are 
then given a photo identification 
and signed up. 

Anyone who wishes to partici¬ 
pate in the Didsbury Search and 
Rescue must realize, "There is a 
cost to joining this," said 
Flemming. He explains, although 
some equipment will be donated, 
anything from a notepad and 
pencil to a good pair of hiking 
boots will have to be supplied by 
each volunteer. They must also 
take courses like CPR, First Aid 
and a mapping course at a nomi¬ 
nal cost. 

The discussion of fund-rais¬ 
ing and donations to keep indi¬ 
vidual costs low was brought up. 
The executive indicated they have 
already been given a line on items 
like communications radios and 
will be going to area businesses 
to retrieve everything from pa¬ 
per to computers. Immediately 
members in the gallery began to 
offer equipment they had person¬ 
ally or would be able to attain. 

Oltrop said another consid¬ 
eration that needs to be consid¬ 


ered is confidentiality. 

"If information gets out it could 
be a detriment to a case," he said. 

Search and Rescue is not just 
used in cases of people getting 
lost in the woods, but also in¬ 
cludes evidence searches like the 
one in Water Valley and urban 
searches for people or objects. 

"You're going to be an extra 
arm to help us out," Oltrop told 
the people in attendance. 

Meetings for the Didsbury 
Search and Rescue have been 
tentatively set for the last Thurs¬ 
day of each month starting in 
January. 

The paperwork to have the 
search and rescue officially de¬ 
clared with society status is al¬ 
most completed. 

Bill Flemming encourages 
anyone whose interested to call 
either him or Const. Oltrop. 

"I think it's a worthwhile ef¬ 
fort especially when there's some¬ 
thing going on (Water Valley) 
and people can see it working," 
said Flemming.

The County of Mountain 
View #17 is now calling them¬ 
selves by a different name. 

The new tag is Mountain 
View County. A shorter more 
edited version. 

"It's just sort of doctoring it 
up," says Harold 

Johnsrude county comptroller/ 
treasurer. 

The reason behind the name 
change is as simple it's the "eve¬ 
rybody's doing it" philosophy. 

He says five other munici¬ 
palities including Stratchcona, 
Lacombe, Lac St. Anne, 
Wheatland and Parkland have 
already chosen to short the 
length of their name and lose 
the number. "It seems like the 
trend," says Johnsrude. 

He explains that when coun¬ 
ties were first assigned their 
names, they were numbered in 
the sequence they were created. 
The number is no longer neces¬ 
sary. Johnsrude says a new 


name will also reflect the way 
the role of the county council 
has changed over the years. 

Administration brought up 
the idea at a county council 
workshop some time ago. Now 
the documentation is ready. 

But, just because the council 
agreed to the new identity, 
doesn't mean it will automati¬ 
cally take affect. The council 
must request the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs to recommend 
to the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council that it happen. 

Section 98 of the Municipal 
Government Act allows munici¬ 
palities to change their name 
which is done through an order 
in provincial council. 

The cost of this endeavour 
would mean a whole new set of 
signage for roads, trucks, and 
the buildings. It will also mean 
things like stationery and forms 
will need to be corrected to bear 
the new name. 

"We would only make the 


name change as we would re¬ 
place things anyway," says 
Johnsrude. He says the county 
will use up old stock, even 
with the old name, until it 
runs out.

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Local family starts to heal after tragic 
accident claims family members’ lives

The 
five killed were buried together 
in Eaglesham, Alta. 

Henry said he realizes that 
many people in the Didsbury and 
Carstairs area knew and loved 
those killed, as they would visit 
the Paulgaards often. He said 
he and Natalie have received 
tremendous support from this 
community in the form of phone 
calls, cards, letters, and visits 
and they appreciate every bit of 
it. 

Henry says the surviving 
family is beginning the long 
process of healing and the visit 
to Drayton Valley was part of 
that. 

"It was a positive closure to 
the whole thing," said Henry.

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The protest against Klein's welcome to Jiang Zemin

When Alberta welcomed 
Chinese President Jiang 
Zemin last week, I was there 
too. 

But you didn't 
see me at the air¬ 
port cheerfully 
waving a red flag 
as they rolled out 
the red carpet 
and handed him 
a white stetson. 

I was the one 
holding the sign 
that said, "Free 
Tibet." It was me in front of 
the McDougal Centre along 
with over 150 people from Am¬ 
nesty International, Tibetan 
nationals and everyday Al¬ 
bertans. We all agreed on one 
thing; it was wrong to wel¬ 
come a man, the way our gov¬ 
ernment did, who represented 
such horrific deeds against 
humankind. 

I had never been in a pro¬ 
test march before, my extent 
of activism had been com¬ 
plaints to my friends and rela¬ 
tives on all that was wrong in 
the world. 

But then I learned that 
Zemin was coming to Calgary, 
after his stint at the APEC 
summit in Vancouver. The 
protests in Calgary were ar¬ 
ranged by Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional who argued against 
APEC saying it was wrong that 
countries wishing to join the 


Asian-Pacific Economic Confer¬ 
ence must first sign a declara¬ 
tion never to bring human rights 
to the discussion. 

It was out of 
APEC that Zemin's 
visit was organized. 
What was supposed 
to be a quiet lunch 
with Ralph Klein to 
discuss business 
turned into a proto¬ 
col circus, with eve¬ 
ryone turning out to 
lick the boots of the 
man whose govern¬ 
ment silences 1 billion citizens of 
this world. 

A friend of mine, who has been 
involved with Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional for over ten years, called 
me to tell me of the visit. Nathalie 
told me that I should phone some 
of my friends in the press so 
Zemin's visit would not go unno¬ 
ticed. Little did she know what 
Calgary had planned. 

It was only two days before 
the protest that Nathalie learned 
of all that was ahead for China's 
new leader. Zemin, the former 
mayor of Shanghai, and one of 
his predessor Deng Xiaoping's 
(the man who murdered hun¬ 
dreds in Tiananmen Square) 
most loyal supporters was to be 
given a full state welcome. 

I totally disagreed with this. 
So it was with no trepidation 
that I left work early last Wednes¬ 
day to drive the hour to Calgary 
and take my place among the 


voices who cried, "human 
rights now!" 

The protest was peaceful, 
our goal to surround the 
building so that Zemin could 
not leave his $l,000-a-plate 
dinner without realizing that 
not all Albertans agreed with 
the welcome he had received. 

One man, a Tibetan dissi¬ 
dent who had fled his home¬ 
land to come to Canada, 
handed out candles, lit in 
memory of those who had 
given their lives for democ¬ 
racy. 

Among the protesters was 
a young woman dressed in 
traditional Tibetan costumes, 
following behind her were 
three small children who will 
never know their homeland. 
As she walked around with 
her young family she called 
out "Long live . . and her 
band of followers replied in 
their tiny, youthful voices, yet 
lacking no volume, "Dalai 
Lama." 

This was a protest against 
everything that the Chinese 
government represented. It 
was not solely against Jiang 
Zemin, nor was it against 
Ralph Klein. It was against 
what seems to be a blind eye 
the money hungry west turns 
against the human rights hor¬ 
rors in China, and the means 
at which our elected govern¬ 
ment will go to get some por¬ 
tion of that market. 



Burning Canadian Hag Ignites disgust 


Myron Thompson, MP for 
Wild Rose delivered the follow¬ 
ing members statement in the 
House of Commons on Nov. 27. 

"Tuesday night I watched one 
of the most disrespectful acts that 
could ever be conducted, the 
burning of our Canadian flag.

Notes from the Frontier: The postal strike and the argument to bring an end to the mail monopoly 


As the nation grinds inexora¬ 
bly through/towards a postal 
strike, management and labour 
at Canada Post seem incapable 
of reversing the antagonistic 
rhythm that regularly has left us 
with no service at all. 

Boys will be boys, after all. 
Despite comparatively high 
wages and light working condi¬ 
tions, the Posties have talked 
themselves onto a rhetorical 
limb. 

“Negotiate, don’t legislate,” 
chanted about forty of their 
handpicked “representatives” as 
they stormed the Public Works 
minister’s office in Hull some 
weeks back. 

They seem completely blind to 
the ongoing communications 
revolution around them that 
makes their services less valu¬ 
able. 

The mandarins at Canada 
Post have not conducted them¬ 
selves much better. Tempers 
among the rank-and-file are thin 
when, time after time, they come 
away from the bargaining table 
with evasions and obfuscation. 
Positioning seems more impor¬ 


tant than plain language about 
unavoidable market and techno¬ 
logical realities. 

In the meantime, the public 
sits through the usual wave of 
disruption and the economy, fi¬ 
nally growing again after years 
of stagnation, weathers another 
storm. Is there no way out? 

They found one last year in 
Britain. The Royal Mail offered 
what looked like very generous 
terms: a ulOO-million package of 
increased benefits, which in¬ 
cluded pay raises, job guaran¬ 
tees, a shorter working week, 
more holidays, and a training 
program unrivalled in British 
industry. The union bosses re¬ 
fused to let their members vote 
on it. Instead, they subjected the 
country to a series of 24-hour 
walkouts. 

The British government came 
up with a unique solution. It re¬ 
voked the post office’s monopoly 
on first-class mail, starting in the 
middle of July. A month later, 
tens of thousands of postal work¬ 
ers were ignoring the union’s 
schedule of rotating strikes and 
reporting to work. By the first 


week in September, with service 
mostly restored, the Minister of 
Trade and Industry reinstated 
the monopoly privilege. Never¬ 
theless, he made it clear that he 
was prepared to remove it again, 
this time for a period of three 
months, if more labour action 
followed. 

“If that happens,” said the 
Royal Mail’s CEO on September 
5, “it will give the increasing 
number of Royal Mail’s competi¬ 
tors a free rein, allowing them to 
establish a foothold in our mar- 
kets-and that would mean that, 
far from being able to offer bet¬ 
ter pay, conditions and job secu¬ 
rity, the jobs of many postmen 
and women would be at real risk. 
It is unreal for the union to be 
even contemplating the escala¬ 
tion of industrial action... That 
would be nothing short of sui¬ 
cide.” 

What the Canadian federal 
government must understand, 
before it can take such drastic 
action, is one clear fact. What 
gives the post office unions the 
power to shut down the nation 
is not the essential nature of the 
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services they provide. Their abil¬ 
ity to wreak havoc stems from a 
monopoly privilege. Dozens of 
Canadian companies now deliver 
junk mail door to door, at signifi¬ 
cantly lower prices than the post 
office. Revoke the first-class let¬ 
ter monopoly and watch as serv¬ 
ice choices expand and explode 
faster than instant noodles. 

The post office has a strangle¬ 
hold on the economy because it 
is the only provider of first-class 
mail delivery. Allowing competi¬ 
tors would divide and conquer 
that threat. Then, unwise, 
strike-happy unions and the 
obfuscating managers that pro¬ 
voke them could only inflict 
limited damage on the country. 

In countries like Sweden 
and Singapore, where no mo¬ 
nopoly arrangements exist for 
mail delivery, post offices have 
become aggressive, expanding 
companies that keep their 


trade by virtue of efficient, 
modern service. The European 
Union is moving in that direc¬ 
tion, with scheduled reductions 
in the scope of national mo¬ 
nopolies and it will end up, 
within the next five years, with 
full competition. 

In North America, we hang 
on to our antiquated, protected 
monopoly postal service. What 
do we get for it? Less service 
and higher prices. 

One stroke of Canada Post 
Minister Alphonse Gagliano’s 
modernizing pen can end all 
that.

Provincial Treasurer Stockwell 
Day announced the Alberta's 
budget surplus could reach $2.038 
billion by next March. 

Now, more than ever, it is im¬ 
portant for us to stay the course 
and be fiscally prudent. We would 
soon lose the long-term advan¬ 
tage a $2 billion debt payment can 
bring if we respond to every spend¬ 
ing demand. I want you to know 
that the strong fiscal policies of 
this government are firmly in place 
- we will not become lax about 
debt reduction. 

The Klein government made a 
commitment to Albertans in 1993 
to pay down the debt. While the 
projected surplus for 1997-98 
could bring the net debt down to 
$1,655 billion as early as next 
March, we still have to pay $14.3 
billion of the $19.5 billion we bor¬ 
rowed between the 1985 and 1994 
when the economy wasn't doing 
so well. 

At $2,038 billion, the revised 
forecast for the 1997-98 surplus is 
$1,884 billion above the budget 
estimate. These unexpected dol¬ 
lars will go towards reducing Al¬ 
berta's net debt to an anticipated 
$ 1.658 billion in March 1998. This 
should reduce our annual interest 
cost payment to $1 billion this 
fiscal year. 

In 1997-98 debt servicing costs 
are now forecast to drop $125 mil¬ 
lion from the budget estimate be¬ 
cause of prior debt payments and 
a one per cent decrease in interest 
rates. Since Alberta began mak- 


we noticed folks out choosing, 
buying and wrapping gifts, mak¬ 
ing preparations for the "special 
day".

I sometimes wonder how our

est costs have dropped by $544 
million a year. 

This year’s interest savings will 
help pay for a $47 million increase 
in education spending this year 
for enrolment and support for disa¬ 
bled students and the $28 million 
primarily for disaster assistance 
for the Peace River and Fort 
McMurray areas. 

Other indicators like the prov¬ 
ince achieving the highest em¬ 
ployment rate in the country, cou¬ 
pled with a double-A plus credit 
rating from a major debt rating 
agency, show that Alberta's com¬ 
mitment to a balanced budget and 
continued debt reduction are now 
paying economic dividends. 

With growth comes new chal¬ 
lenges and spending pressures. 
These economic dividends mean 
more Albertans accessing health 
care, driving on roads, and learn¬ 
ing in our schools and universi¬ 
ties. With our improved balance 
sheet, we are gaining the flexibil¬ 
ity we need to handle those pres¬ 
sures. We know that managing 
the growth process properly is vi¬ 
tal to maintaining our fiscal flex¬ 
ibility in the future. 

Our average annual debt pay¬ 
ments are almost a billion less 
than the yearly deficits we rang 
up when times were tougher. Even 
with the budget surpluses we've 
seen in the last four years, we re 
still only a third of the way we 
need to go to get rid of the debt we 
pay interest on. We must also be 
sensitive to economic changes, i.e. 
a $1 change in oil prices could 
reduce our surplus by an esti- 


ebrating his birth.

mated $190 million dollars. 

That's why keeping to a bal¬ 
anced budget for the long-term is 
important. If we begin to plan our 
budget based on blue sky sce¬ 
narios, we'd soon be back where 
we started from five years ago. 
Albertans worked hard to help us 
achieve the progress we have - too 
hard for us to risk the promise of 
a brighter financial future for our 
children.

With the highest employ¬ 
ment rate in Canada, continued 
expansion from the private sec¬ 
tor, and the confidence ofbankers 
who set our interest rates, we want 
to make sure we stay in good shape 
to keep our province moving for¬ 
ward.

Government policies have 
sealed the fate of the Canadian 
Wheat Board's demise, but it is 
not too late to create a Canadian 
marketing option to the 
transnational grain corporations 
through the residual pieces of 
farmer-owned infrastructure. 

In our brief concerning Bill C- 
4 federal legislation to amend 
the Canadian Wheat Board Act, 
we have asked the federal gov¬ 
ernment to transfer responsibil¬ 
ity for resolving the future of the 
grain industry to farmers, com¬ 
munities and labor. 

Our unions are concerned that 
current government policies in 
the grain industry are by default 
leading to a takeover of Canada's 
farmer-owned grain system by 
transnational corporations. Sas¬ 
katchewan Wheat Pool has an 
alliance with Cargill. ADM has 
purchased control of United 
Grain Growers. Alberta and 
Manitoba Pools are setting the 
stage for privatization and possi¬ 
ble takeover. 

In this takeover, farmers will 
lose the bargaining power of the 
Board, the family farm orienta¬ 
tion of the cooperatives and the 
identity of Canada's high quality 
grain in world markets. 

These transnational corpora¬ 
tions would not be making these 
significant investments if they 
were not convinced that the Ca¬ 
nadian Wheat Board will be 
deregulated. They make their 
money buying and selling grain 
on speculation, not handling it 
for the Board which captures the 
margins. 

The proposed legislation to 
amend the Canadian Wheat 
Board maintains the structure 
of a Board, but it does not reverse 
the erosion of orderly marketing 
caused by other government poli¬ 
cies such as repeal of the Crow 
Benefit, international free trade 
agreements, and the encourage¬ 
ment of foreign investment in 
the agri food business. 

While the government sug¬ 
gests it has preserved orderly 
marketing with its legislation, it 
has accepted the World Trade 
Organization agreement. As the 
only state trading entity, the 
Wheat Board cannot survive the 
1999 round ofWTO negotiations. 

The future of orderly market¬ 
ing is a political issue among 
farmers that should be resolved 


by farmers. We presented our 
brief in order to suggest long 
term stability for the industry. 

Government policies are lead¬ 
ing to deregulation of the Board. 
As farmers, communities and 
workers we must start to plan for 
the adverse impacts this will 
cause. If we do not act now, the 
transnationals will take over the 
industry completely. 

The logical conclusion of gov¬ 
ernment policy is the elimina¬ 
tion of the Board. Bill C-4 to 
amend the Wheat Board is just 
an interim step to minimize po¬ 
litical losses and move the re¬ 
sponsibility for deregulating the 
Board from the government to a 
new Board of Directors. 

The new Board will have no 
meaningful power or options, 
other than more deregulation. 
The government will still control 
the finances and the President's 
position. A proposed contingency 
fund requires farmers to insure 
the subsidize Board speculation 
even if they do not use the open 
market themselves. The pro¬ 
posed power of the Board to buy 
grain in the cash market under¬ 
mines the equitable price pool¬ 
ing system. Confrontations 
among farmers will continue be¬ 
cause the legislation does not 
resolve deeply entrenched ideo¬ 
logical divisions. 

The federal government 
should start a new process with 
farmers, labor and rural commu¬ 
nities to develop and implement 
an alternative option that main¬ 
tains a Canadian marketing sys¬ 
tem owned by farmers, but in the 
reality of a globalized economy. 
A farmer owned system could 
include: 

a) a regional farmer-owned el¬ 
evator/gathering system. 

b) a regional internal short line 
rail system to make the best use of 
existing rail infrastructure. 

c) an international marketing 
agency for farmers. 

The challenge is to make the 
farmer owned system competi¬ 
tive in a global market. The gov¬ 
ernment should transfer this de¬ 
bate to where it belongs. We be¬ 
lieve that farmers at the grass 
roots level are up to the chal¬ 
lenge.

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We must say "No" to systems that promote abuse 


Dear Editor, 

Two questions have been 
haunting me lately. The first of 
these is: "What right do I have to 
demand a quality environment, 
if I do not recognize its impor¬ 
tance for other living crea¬ 
tures?", the second one: "Why 
would I concern myself about 
the plight of the humpback 
whale or the grizzly bear while 
ignoring the plight of the laying 
hen, the domestic pig and the 
feedlot cow?" 

My environment consists of 
things I can see, and things I 
cannot see. I cannot see PCB's 
in the water, holes in the ozone 
layer, or dolphins drowning in 
fishing nets. Yet, knowing that 
the water is contaminated, that 
the protective layer of the at¬ 
mosphere is breakingdown, and 
that dolphins are drowning on 
account of certain fishing meth¬ 
ods, affects my well-being. 

Knowing that living pigs and 
chicken are parked in layers in 
bards like dead sardines in cans, 
also effects my well-being, espe¬ 
cially when I can see and smell 


the bams. The good citizens of 
Auschwitz may not have seen what 
went on in the camp, but they 
must certainly have been able to 
smell the decay and the burning 
flesh. I wonder how that affected 
their well-being? 

For years, slaves suffered as a 
result of being chained to oars in 
galleys, and animals suffered on 
account of certain trapping meth¬ 
ods. These methods were accepted 
and considered normal until some 
people spoke out and raised the 
awareness of other people. Now 
slavery has been abolished, and 
certain trapping methods are 
against the law. 

Presently, Alberta Agriculture 
is strongly promoting the growth 
of intensive livestock operations. 
As a result, we can expect to see a 
proliferation of situations which 
are basically inhumane and cruel 
but which are still deemed to be 
acceptable and "normal". In other 
words, we can expect to see ani¬ 
mal abuse take place on an un¬ 
precedented scale. 

As I see it, paying attention to 
the impact of such operations on 


the quality of the water, the air 
and the land is not enough. We 
must also pay attention to the 
impact of these methods on the 
human psyche. The SS person¬ 
nel guarding the extermination 
camps were not noted for their 
caring and respectful attitudes 
toward human beings. Their 
work required an attitude of in¬ 
difference, and their psyches 
needed it for protection. I cannot 
help but wonder how likely it is 
that those engaged in the institu¬ 
tionalized and economically jus¬ 
tified abuse of animals will dis¬ 
play a caring and respectful atti¬ 
tudes toward other human be¬ 
ings, toward the environment, 
toward the community, and to¬ 
ward the rules of society. 

If we wish to be part of a 
caring society, we must say "No" 
to systems that promote the 
abuse of animals (or humans 
for that matter). If we do not 
say "No" we in turn risk becom¬ 
ing victims of the hardened at¬ 
titudes of others.

7. Sprinkle crumbs over top. Mi¬ 
crowave, covered on HIGH for 9 
minutes. 

8. Turn dish and cook an addi¬ 
tional 9 minutes. 

Serve with salad and dinner buns.

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Hosting over the holidays: 


Common sense helps guests make It home safely 


The holiday season is here 
and soon many of us will 
gather to share in the Yule- 
tide spirit. Playing host to 
friends and family during this 
time of year can be a lot of fun. 
But it can also put a lot more 
responsibility on your shoul¬ 
ders, especially when it comes 
to making sure your guests 
make it home safely once the 
party ends. 

“It’s usually one of the last 
things people think of when 
they are planning a party,” ex¬ 
plains Sherri Thorsen of the 
Alberta Traffic Safety Initia¬ 
tive. “And it really should be 
the thing that guides your 
party plans.” 

Responsible hosts are en¬ 
couraged to plan ahead. Use 
these tips to plan a party 
where everyone can get home 
safely: 

Take charge - establish 
rules and let your guests know 
that no one drives away from 
your party under the influence 
of alcohol or drugs. Let your 
guests know that excessive 
drinking is not accepted or 
welcomed at your celebration. 
Establish a time limit on your 
party. 

Plan activities - make 
sure that drinking is not the 
principal activity. Serve high 
protein food - this type of food 
will stay in the stomach 
longer and slow the rate at 
which the body absorbs alco¬ 
hol. 

Use non-carbonated mix¬ 
ers - carbonated mixers speed 


the absorption of alcohol into 
the body. 

Serve alternative bever¬ 
ages - provide non-alcoholic 
drinks for guests who want 
them. Encourage guests who 
are drinking alcohol to alter¬ 
nate alcoholic beverages with 
non-alcoholic alternatives. 

Don’t push drinks - your 
guests may not wish to appear 
rude and may accept drinks 
they don’t want. 

Measure every drink - 
guests are less likely to drink 
to excess if they can accurately 
keep track of the amount that 
they have had to drink. Use a 
measurer to pour drinks. 

“These ideas are basic com¬ 
mon sense that need to be fol¬ 
lowed if you really want to in¬ 
fluence how much alcohol your 
guests consume,” says 
Thorsen. 

“Responsible hosts should 
also look for ways to promote 
safe rides home for their 
guests. Obviously, no one is 
saying that people shouldn’t 
enjoy themselves at holiday cel¬ 
ebrations, but hosts should try 
to have a plan in place to make 
sure guests who’ve indulged 
still make it home safely. 

Ideas for ensuring guests 
don’t drink and drive include: 

• Appointing designated driv¬ 
ers 

• Creating a key drop system 

• Offering alternate modes of 
transportation home 

Thorsen does have one last 
piece of advice for the respon¬ 
sible host. 


“Along with your party 
supplies, you might want to 
stock up on breakfast foods. 
Offering a guest a room for 
the night is a option to con¬ 
sider. Your inconvenience 


can’t begin to measure up to 
what the other consequences 
might be.” 

The Alberta Traffic Safety 
Initiative encourages all 
Albertans to ensure celebra¬ 


tions are hosted responsibly. 
Remember, as a host you may 
also be held liable for the dam¬ 
ages caused by an impaired 
driver who over indulged at 
your party. 


The candy and cavities link

Parents have always told 
their children that too much 
candy will rot their teeth. 
The direct link between 
sugar consumption and 
cavities has gone unques¬ 
tioned. However, dental pro¬ 
fessionals are now consider¬ 
ing a child’s total diet and 
their way of eating when 
assessing the risk of cavities. 

Every time you eat you 
feed the bacteria in your 
mouth and they in turn pro¬ 
duce acids that break down 
the tooth, eventually form¬ 
ing a cavity. These bacteria 
can dine not only on sugar 
but on other carbohydrates 
such as sugars in fruits and 
in milk and even the 
starches in cereals, crack¬ 
ers, and other grain prod¬ 
ucts. 

Without adequate oral 
hygiene, acid production 
may persist for more than 
one hour when bread, crack¬ 


ers, potato chips or cereals are 
eaten because these foods tend 
to linger in the mouth even af¬ 
ter swallowing. Similarly, foods 
that stick such as chewy candy, 
or foods that stay in the mouth 
for extended periods of time, 
such as hard candies, will pro¬ 
long acid production. 

Frequent sipping of bever¬ 
ages such as pop, sports 
drinks’ fruit juices or even 
milk can cause dental prob¬ 
lems. It is better to drink the 
beverage all at once than to 
sip it. High protein foods like 
nuts, eggs and meat do not 
promote cavities. Vegetables 
are also excellent snacks. 
Cheese can even give some pro¬ 
tection, mainly by counteract¬ 
ing the acids produced by the 
bacteria. Sugar-free chewing 
gum can also help by increas¬ 
ing the production of saliva, 
which fights cavities. 

What can parents do to pro¬ 
tect their children’s teeth? 

1. Nutrition should be the 
number one consideration. 


2. Limit snacks. When 
eaten frequently, even nutri¬ 
tious snacks cause tooth de¬ 
cay. 

3. Serve with meals. 
Serve food that promotes 
acid production at meals. 
Then encourage your chil¬ 
dren to brush afterwards. 

4. Establish a regular 
brushing routine. Encour¬ 
age your child to brush twice 
a day, after breakfast and 
again at bedtime. 

5. Visit your dentist regu¬ 
larly. Dental professionals 
will help you set up regular 
recall visits specifically de¬ 
signed for your child for ex¬ 
aminations, x-rays, cleanings 
and fluoride treatments. 

As for the candy, it is no 
more harmful to your child’s 
teeth than a piece of bread. 
However, the number of 
times a day they eat it is a 
very important factor to con¬ 
sider. Be more concerned 
with the frequency of eating 
it than the amount.

It's all about atmosphere, 
says Lance Plewis owner of 
Spectrum Design. 

That's is exactly why he 
moved his company from a 
cramped office on Main Street 
to the large and luxurious build¬ 
ing he built across the street 
from the Post Office. 

"It's quite a change going 
from 500 square feet to 2600 
square feet," he says as he looks 
around his new office building. 

He says he took the risk of 
building and investing money 
because he believed there was 
more to be gained than to be 
lost. 

For starters he says it is 
more comfortable to work in a 
big space. He and his other staff 
member, Greg Neufeld, work 
shoulder to shoulder all day 
long drawing home designs for 
people across Canada. 

The new building, that is 
intended to a look like an old 
General Store to keep with the 
Main Street theme, has three 
levels including a complete liv¬ 
ing suite upstairs. 

"We wanted to keep the build¬ 
ing to look like it might have 
been here 100 years ago. I think 
that it is important on Main 
Street to keep the same theme. 


I want to keep people guessing 
how old it really is when they first 
see it," says Plewis. 

The atmosphere inside is one 
more of stepping into a living room 
than a stale office building. 

First, as one approaches music 
playing outside draws people in¬ 
side. Entering the main lobby area 
is a grand experience with ceilings 
that are almost two storeys high 
and a delicate ceiling carving. 

To the left Plewis welcomes his 
clients to take a seat in his comfy 
wing back chairs that are located 
in front of the fire place to give the 
feeling of warmth. 

A trip up the semi-spiralled stair 
cases leads to a bar like area where 
clients can have a look at the 
blueprints Plewis or Neufeld have 
drawn for them. 

Just gently hidden around the 
corner is where the brains of the 
operation lay. In a spacious and 
naturally lit room are two draft¬ 
ing tables awaiting their latest 
creation. 

A trip downstairs reveals the 
blueprinting room and the nuts 
and bolts of operations. 

All in all the building took over 
eight months to complete, but 
Plewis says it suits his tastes per¬ 
fectly. 

"I like the atmosphere we have 
now. I want it to feel warm and

Significantly, the USDA has 
recognized all Canadian cattle 
herds are free from Brucellosis. 
With the implementation of the 
rule, there will no longer be a 
U.S. federal requirement to test 
cattle for the disease before ex¬ 
port. 

However, some states have 
specific requirements for the 
entry of out-of-state cattle, in¬ 
cluding Canadian cattle. The 
USDA will encourage these 
states to adopt the new federal 
import requirements for the 
import of Canadian cattle. For 
the present, Canadian produc¬ 
ers should advise their U.S. 
importers to check with the state 
veterinarian's office to ensure 
state requirements are met. 

Canada will be pursuing rec¬ 
ognition of it's disease-free sta¬ 
tus, including other species, 
under the new regulatory frame¬ 
work.

The Canadian Farmers with 
Disabilities Registry was 
formed in January 1997 at a 
meeting in Saskatoon. Mem¬ 
bers of the former National 
Disabled Farmers along with 
people from the Canadian Coa¬ 
lition for Agricultural Safety 
and Rural Health, made up the 
group. The 
necessity of a 
national 
group to sup¬ 
port and en¬ 
courage disa¬ 
bled farmers 
and promote 
safety on the farm was the 
main focus of the meeting. 

The "Registry" is in the proc¬ 
ess of developing programs to 
ensure farm families with dis¬ 
abilities have every opportu¬ 
nity to continue farming. This 
"Registry" will be carried through¬ 
out each province in Canada so 
everyone in these families will 
have access to information that 
will enable them the choice to 
remain actively farming. 

Farmers with disabilities 
will be given the chance to have 
their names put on the registry 
with the understanding that 



the "Registry" is for identifica¬ 
tion purposes only. Names will 
not be given to any other or¬ 
ganization or agency without 
the written consent of the indi¬ 
vidual farmers, thus protect¬ 
ing them from opportunists.

Stable insurance premiums 
for Alberta Forage Producers 


A contribution of $20 mil¬ 
lion to reduce the deficit in the 
Alberta Crop Insurance For¬ 
age Plan was announced to¬ 
day by Lyle Vanclief, the Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Canada, and Ed 
Stelmach, the Minister of Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

The government of Canada 
and Alberta have each com¬ 
mitted $10 million to reduce 
the deficit that accumulated 
during years of drought in the 
1980s, 1991-92 and 1992-93. 

"Stable premiums and cov¬ 
erage are an integral part of 
any insurance product," said 
Stelmach. "The reduction in 
the forage deficit, combined 
with planned changes to the 
forage insurance program for 
1998, will ensure more stable 
premiums for Alberta produc¬ 
ers for the future.” 

Program changes to forage 
and crop insurance have been 
under way for the past two 
years based on input obtained 


through consultations with 
producers. Changes to the for¬ 
age program for 1998 include 
a revised payment schedule for 
pasture insurance, price op¬ 
tions for pasture that reflect 
replacement costs, hay cover¬ 
age based on production over 
the entire growing season and 


coverage allowances for "bush 
pasture" based on locally-as¬ 
sessed capacities. 

The contributions by both 
governments are pursuant to 
the 1996 federal-provincial 
framework agreement on ag¬ 
ricultural safety nets and have 
been budgeted accordingly. 



Farmers sign opposing Bill C-4 


More than 250 farmers have 
added their names to the list of 
those opposed to Bill C-4, the 
proposed new Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) Act. 

The farmers have signed state¬ 
ments of opposition to the Bill, 
which is currently before par¬ 
liament. The Western Canadian 
Wheat Growers Association 
(WCWGA) began collecting the 
signed statements last week 
when it became evident the gov¬ 
ernment would not consider any 
significant amendments to the 
legislation. 

"A groundswell of opposition 
is forming as farmers begin to 
realize the government is pre¬ 
pared to ignore their wishes and 
ram this legislation through," 
says Wheat Grower President 
Larry Maguire. 

The signed forms were col¬ 
lected in less than a week and 
are still being received at the 
Wheat Grower office in Regina. 
Maguire says the "spontaneous, 
grassroots response" from farm¬ 
ers is another indicator of the 
widespread dissatisfaction with 
Bill C-4. 

The statement calls on the 
government to withdraw the in¬ 
clusion clause - a provision that 
would allow crops such as oats, 
canola, flax and rye to be added 
to the Wheat Board monopoly. 

"The inclusion clause has 
been condemned by virtually 
every farm and industry organi¬ 
zation representing crops out¬ 
side of the Wheat Board's juris¬ 
diction," says Maguire. "And yet 
it remains." 

Ironically, Maguire says the 
government is showing little in¬ 
terest in defending its own legis¬ 
lation. Neither Wheat Board 
Minister Ralph Goodale or the 
chair of the parliamentary com¬ 
mittee that studied the legisla¬ 
tion were present last Wednes¬ 
day or Thursday when the Bill 
was debated. 

Maguire says by ignoring the 
reality that a growing number 
of farmers want more market¬ 


ing choices, Bill C-4 will ensure 
many more years of acrimoni¬ 
ous debate on the prairies. He 
adds the threat of expanding the 
CWB monopoly could leave 
Canada open to trade challenges. 

"The repercussions of this 


Bill could be felt for decades 
through lost investment, lost 
jobs, lost markets and lost op¬ 
portunities if our customers sim¬ 
ply go elsewhere because of the 
marketing uncertainty," says 
Maguire.
